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UK's first 
digital hub in 
Greenwich

EXPERTS and business-owners from 
the digital industries met at the 
country’s first ‘digital hub’ to look 
at how new technologies can help to 
create jobs and improve services for 
local people. 

They spent a day at Digital Enterprise 
Greenwich talking about the future of 
digital technology - and in particular how 
it will help local authorites like Greenwich 
deal with the challenge of growing and 
creating new jobs and using technology to 
improve services. 

Together with Ravensbourne, Digital 
Enterprise Greenwich is set to be the first 
in a national network of ‘digital hubs’ 
equipped with state-of-the art technology 
which will allow organisations to develop 
business partnerships around the world. 

The hubs are being funded by American 
technology giant CISCO under a £500m 
investment deal to support digital 
innovation in the UK. 

Last Tuesday’s event was led by CISCO, 
which in October sealed a million pound 
deal to create the first digital innovation 
project at the council-owned Digital 
Enterprise Greenwich (DEG) centre with 
Greenwich Council and Ravensbourne.

Police pub 
patrol op 

THE COUNCIL and local police have 
linked up with pub guv’nors in an effort to 
ensure everyone has a safe and trouble- 
free Christmas. 

They have written to licensees across the 
borough reminding them of their duties 
and responsibilities during the festive 
season. 

The letter reminds owners and managers 
of licensed premises to prevent noise, 
disturbances, and queues forming 
outside premises. They’re asked to 
ensure glasses are regularly cleared 
from tables inside and outside and urged 
not to sell alcohol to anyone under 18 
years old. 

The letter was sent as part of an annual 
Christmas campaign by local police. It 
was hand delivered to the licensee at the 
Richard I pub in Royal Hill, Greenwich, 
last week in a bid to promote the 
campaign. 

Borough Commander Richard Wood said: 
“Every year we make a point of reminding 
all licensed premises of their duties. We 
want people to have a good time during 
the festive period, but we also want to 
ensure that everyone celebrates safely 
and that licensed premises focus on their 
duties and responsibilities". 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, the council’s 
cabinet member for community safety, 
added: “We have had a good response 
from licensees who are happy to support 
this initiative. They are equally keen to 
ensure festive drinkers have a good time, 
drink responsibly and do not disturb 
other residents.” 

Shane Cannon, who has been manager 
of the Richard I pub for 19 months, said: 
“We don’t generally have any trouble but 
this is a good idea and it seemed to work 
well last year. 

“Most licensees are well trained, well 
aware of their responsibilities and want 
to ensure that their customers show 
respect for other residents during the 
festive season and throughout the year.” 
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40 jailed 

FORTY people have been sentenced to 
over 95 years in prison after a borough- 
wide anti-drug operation. 

It followed an 18-month investigation 
by Greenwich’s Violent and Organised 
Crime Unit (VOCU) - the special police 
unit supported with funding from 
Greenwich Council. 

Many of those sentenced were 
arrested back in March when VOCU led 
simultaneous raids across the borough. 
Officers recovered 12kg of class A and B 
drugs with a street value of more than 
£250,000. 

The operation, code-named Operation 
Trazer, involved 1,000 police officers 
from various Met Police units. It 
targeted 51 addresses in Greenwich 
and elsewhere and is believed to have 
affected six separate criminal networks. 

Officers made 58 arrests for a number 
of offences including supply of Class 
A and B drugs, money laundering, 


for drug 

possession of counterfeit money, 
burglary, handling stolen goods and 
firearm offences. 

Also recovered during the raids were 
quantities of cocaine, heroin, cannabis, 
firearms and various stolen goods. 

Borough Commander Richard Wood 
said: “The operation uncovered a drug 
network not necessarily linked to 
gangs which exist primarily to support 
a criminal lifestyle fuelled by drug 
supply and money laundering. 

“Operation Trazer made a large a 
dent in the lifestyle and profits of those 
involved in illegal activities; it created 
an incredible amount of disruption to 
their entire drug network.” 

Greenwich Council leader Chris 
Roberts said: “The success of this major 
operation is great news for local people 
and a clear sign that we will not tolerate 
criminal activity taking place in our 
communities.

“We work closely with the police to 
ensure that the majority of decent law 
abiding people do not have to suffer 
whilst others gain from their lives of 
criminal activity. 

“Greenwich remains one of the safest 
places for people to live in London. It’s 
a record we can be proud of and one 
which we are determined to build upon 
by our continued funding and support 
for the great work carried out by the 
VOCU.” 

• The VOCU, which was formed in 
2008, is fully funded by Greenwich 
Council. It has been successful in 
reducing serious youth violence by 
targeting gangs, recovering drugs and 
weapons and ensuring a large number 
of convictions. Since its formation 
more than 300 people have been 
charged and over 200 have received a 
conviction with custodial sentences 
ranging from one month to eight years. 


Top of the class 

Greenwich has twice as many 'outstanding' 
schools than national average 


GREENWICH primary schools are 
among the top 25 per cent in the 
country and continuing to improve, 
according to the latest test results 
for 11-year-olds. 

Results for Key Stage 2 assessments, 
taken by pupils in the summer term 
this year, show 78 per cent of Greenwich 
pupils achieved at the nationally expected 
standard for both maths and English - an 
increase of 3 per cent on the figure for 
2010. This places Greenwich in the top 
25 per cent of authorities - and 9th out of 
London’s 33 boroughs. 

Greenwich schools are now among the 
best in the country at helping pupils 
improve between the ages of 7 and 11. For 
both English and maths, 90 per cent of the 
borough’s 11-year-olds were found to have 
progressed by two or more performance 
levels in the Key Stage assessments, since 
the age of 7. In both subjects this is a 3 
per cent improvement on the 2010 figure. 
It means that the level of improvement 
shown by Greenwich primary students 
in maths is now the 2nd highest in the 
country. For English, Greenwich’s level 
of improvement is the 6th best in the 
country. 

The results published by the 
government appeared in the same week 
that Greenwich councillors heard further 
evidence of high quality services for 
young people, and improvement in school 
performance. 

Ofsted’s annual assessment of 
children’s services in Greenwich was 
presented to the council’s Cabinet on 
Tuesday, December 13, and showed that 
Greenwich has improved its performance 
and has good arrangements for making 
sure children are safe and stay safe 

Inspectors found that the large majority 
of services, settings and institutions are 
now good or better overall and good at 
helping children to stay safe. The very 
large majority enable children and young 


people to enjoy learning and achieve 
well. There have been improvements in 
aspects of universal provision over the 
last year. 

The large majority of children’s 
homes used by the local authority are 
judged good or outstanding and none 
is inadequate. 

Last week councillors also heard 
the results of a report to the council’s 
Children and Young People’s Scrutiny 
Panel which confirmed that the 
number of schools rated by Ofsted 
as ‘good’ schools is above national 
average. 

The report outlined a range of 
improvements achieved by schools 
across the borough, with achievement 
levels rising across ah age ranges, 

Nursery and primary schools in the 
borough got a good bill of health, 
with Greenwich pupils achieving 
above or at the national average 
at the early years foundation stage 
(under-fives) and at Key Stages 1 and 2 
(ages 7 and 11). 

Performance at secondary school is 
improving steadily and results for GCSE 
A* to C grades are above the national 
average for both maths and English. 

At A level A*-C grades are below the 
national level but the rate of A to E 
passes is in line with national results. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, Greenwich Council’s 
cabinet member for children and young 
people, said: “These latest figures are a 
reflection of continued commitment by 
our schools to improving the outcomes 
for children. They offer further evidence 
that our school improvement strategies

are having an impact on the level of 
achievement by Greenwich’s schools. 

“Ofsted’s report into the council’s 
services for safeguarding children shows 
that we are doing well in our vital role of 
making sure children are safe and stay 
safe. 

“However, we are not complacent 
and we know there is still much to be 
done to improve the consistency of good 
provision to ensure that every child and 
young person is safe, and that every 
young person attends a good school. “

2012 promises a year we’ll never forget 


NEXT year is all set 
to be a right Royal 
year for Greenwich. As 
well as being awarded 
the status of a Royal 
Borough, residents 
are also celebrating 
The Queen’s Diamond 
Jubilee. 

Together with the 2012 
Olympics and other 
landmark events, the next 
12 months promise to be a 
year that no-one will ever 
forget. 

The Royal Borough of 
Greenwich will come 
into being on a date yet 
to be formally announced, 
when both The Queen and 
the Lord Chancellor will 
be in the country at the 
same time. 

A formal document 
signed by The Queen, 
called a Letter Patent, 
will go on show across the 
borough. 

The Royal College of 
Arms is finalising its 
design for a new borough 
crest. This has the existing 
coat of arms but will also 
include heraldic features 
available only to boroughs 
with Royal status 
including the Tudor Rose. 

The council asked 
schools and residents for 
their suggestions. And 
Greenwich Council leader 
Chris Roberts also sought 
the views of the Mayor, 
Cllr Jim Gillman, and past 
mayors for the design. 

A new borough logo 
drawn for the new crest 
will be used on council 
documents where the 
crest cannot be used. 

Meanwhile, exciting 
plans are in hand to mark 
the Royal Jubilee. Every 
schoolchild will be given 
a commemorative coin, 
and some special music, 


known as the Greenwich 
Diamond Jubilee Suite, 
is being composed by 
Trinity Laban. It’s being 
overseen by the Master 
of the Queen’s Music, Sir 
Peter Maxwell Davies, 
and will be performed by 
Greenwich school children 
and Trinity Laban. 

The Jubilee celebrations 
take place nationally from 
June 2-5. They include 
a pageant of 1,000 boats 
on June 3 that will reach 
Greenwich by 4.30pm. 
An event in Cutty Sark 
Gardens and a mass big 
lunch are also planned for 
that day. The big screen 
in General Gordon 
Square, Woolwich, 
will be the centre ' - 
of community , , 

celebrations on 
June 4, with a choir 
from Greenwich 
Schools. On June 5, 
the borough will take 
part in the lighting 
of beacons across 
the country. A Black 
Poplar tree, a gift from 
The Queen to every 
London borough, will 
be planted in Eltham. 

The Royal Diamond 
Jubilee will also 
honour the National 
Maritime Museum, the 
Greenwich Observatory 
and the Queen’s House 
which will be designated 
as ‘Royal Museums, 
Greenwich’. 

The 2012 celebrations 
are being used to support 
‘Destination Greenwich’, 
a council campaign 
designed to boost tourism 
and cultural activities, and 
attract new investment. 

Council leader Chris 
Roberts said: “As 2012 
approaches, there is huge 
potential to showcase 
the borough. There is

interest in Greenwich, 
and it has been named 
as a top 10 destination 
by the influential travel 
magazine Frommer’s.

The event was opened by Greenwich 
Council’s deputy leader Cllr Peter 
Brooks, who said: “Today is about 
how digital technologies can support 
economic growth and how they can 
improve public services. CISCO has 
made it very clear that they will 
support good initiatives - and that 
sounds good to me. 

“I am a fan of technology and have 
worked in the sector all my life. 
But as a councillor, for me it is all

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Residents get first sight of shooting venue

RESIDENTS living near 
to Woolwich Common 
were given a behind- 
the-scenes tour of the 
venues that will be used 
for shooting and archery 
events during the 2012 
Olympic and Paralympic 
Games. 

The newly-built venue 
at the Royal Artillery 
Barracks hosted a free 
open day for locals on 
Saturday, December 10, so 
they could see how building 
work was progressing on 
the site where some of the 
world’s top athletes will be 
competing next year. 

About 200 residents 
went along to the venue 
in Circular Way, off Ha Ha 
Road for the event was run 
jointly by organisers LOCOG 
and the Olympic Delivery 
Authority. 

LOCOG spokeswoman 
Rikki Butler said: “There 
were people of all ages - 
families, young and older 
people, and they were 
really pleased to have the 
opportunity to see inside the 
venue and learn more about 
the sports they said they 
will watch when they are 
televised.” 

She said there was some 
“fantastic feedback”, 

including one person 
saying: “This is an excellent 
initiative, giving local 
residents an opportunity to 
learn more about the events 



and experience what being 
at this event will be like in 
2012.” Another said: “It made 
us feel we will be part of the 
actual event when it occurs.” 

Norman McNamara 

from Nightingale Vale, 
who represents Woolwich 
Common on the local 
housing panel, said: “I 
thought the venue and 
the structures were very 
exciting, and it’s happening 
at an appropriate place next 
to the barracks in Woolwich. 

“We were told that 
the structures will be 


dismantled and the common 
put back to its original state 
afterwards, and more trees 
will be planted than are 
being removed. 

“The structures are quite 
massive. We went into two 
shooting ranges, where one 
of the shooters explained 
how the targets work, and 
construction engineers told 
us how the buildings are 
being built.” 

Mr McNamara added: 
“They gave us a cup of tea 
and a photo of ourselves, and 
handed out Olympic badges 


with ‘Greenwich’ on them. It 
was a very interesting visit, 
and I’m looking forward to 
it going live next year. They 
reckon the shooting event 
will produce the first gold 
medal and that Great Britain 
will win it!” 

• Test events are being held 
in April and May 2012. The 
International Shooting 
Sport Federation World 
Club competition will take 
place between April 18-28, 
and an international event 
for the Paralympic Archery 
will take place on May 4-6.

Created by the community, 


THE hospice was “created by the 
community, for the community” 
in October, 1985, by local cancer 
patients Pat Jeavons and Don 
Sturrock. 

It is the only hospice service in 
the boroughs of Greenwich and 
Bexley, providing specialist care to 
adults with life-limiting illnesses, 
covering an area of 40 square miles 
and a population of nearly half a 
million people. 

Each year it cares for over 2,500 
people and their families, friends 
and carers. It helps them to have 
choice, control, dignity and comfort 
by ensuring people have individual 
and expert care, physically, 
emotionally and spiritually. 

All its services are completely free 


of charge. With just one third of its 
funding coming from the NHS, the 
hospice, a registered charity, relies 
on the support of local people, 
businesses, community groups 
and its network of shops to raise 
almost £4m annually to enable it 
to continue its vital work. Since 
April it has been supported by 
Greenwich Mayor Jim Gillman 
who has made it his charity of the 
year. 

The nearest hospice in 1985 was 
St Christopher’s in Sydenham, ten 
miles away. Pat and Don’s vision 
was made possible by the support 
of the local community, who 
donated £1.4m in the first decade 
of the charity. 

The building in Abbey Wood 
was completed in 1993 and the 


first patients arrived in 1994. 
Pat and Don both died in the 
hospice’s inpatient unit. Much of 
the area the hospice covers has 
high levels of deprivation. Every 
month around 400 people in the 
community - about 14 every day 
- will find out that they have a 
life-limiting illness. 

This number is increasing year 
on year as the population ages and 
with it the demand for, and cost of, 
care. The hospice cares for patients 
aged 18 and over with a wide 
variety of conditions including 
cancer, neurological conditions 
such as multiple sclerosis and 
motor neurone disease, chronic 
respiratory disease, heart failure 
and dementia.

doctors and allied health 
professionals supported over 
1,300 people in their own homes 
with pain and symptom control, 
emotional and practical support. 
Patients and carers are also 
supported through a 24-hour 
telephone advice service. 

A new service called the Greenwich 
Care Partnership provides 
round-the-clock nursing care at 
home as well as care coordination 
and personal care. 

In addition to community care 
services the hospice provides 
24-hour care on its 19-bed inpatient 
unit ‘Woodlands’ through a full care 
team of doctors, nurses, counsellors 
and other health professionals. The 
hospice can care for as many as 450 
inpatients in one year. 


In 2009 the service was extended to 
provide seamless and continuous 
patient and family support at 
the Queen Elizabeth Hospital, 
where the hospice supported an 
additional 526 patients, plus their 
carers and families, last year. 

The ‘Shornells’ day centre 
hosts up to 25 people three days 
a week, providing a friendly 
and supportive environment 
for community patients to meet 
socially with others in similar 
circumstances and access a 
range of vital Hospice services. 
These include treatments such as 
blood transfusions and infusion 
therapies, psychological support 
and complementary therapies as 
well as the chance to work with 
the Digital Artist in Residence. 


Taking 'ultimate' care 


LYNDA GIBSON (right) decided 
to train as a community nurse 
after she had raised her two 
children. 

She had already been 
working in health care 
and was encouraged by 
her supervisor to qualify. 

She did that in 2000 and 
very quickly progressed 
to ward manager but felt 
detached from nursing 
in that role. 

Lynda joined the hospice 
three years ago and works 
in the team covering West 
Greenwich - Kidbrooke, 

Eltham and Lee. 

Palliative nursing is about caring 
for the family as a whole as well as the 
patient. It can be very difficult for people 
to come to terms with a terminal diagnosis 
and Lynda and the team play a huge role in 
helping them maintain a positive outlook 
and to get the most of whatever time they 
have left. 

No two days are ever the same. New 


referrals come in every morning 
on top of pre-booked 
appointments so the nurses 
begin their day prioritising 
the requirements of new 
patients and calling 
their current patients to 
review their needs. 

“One of the nicest 
things about community 
nursing is that the 
patient feels in control 
of their own treatment,” 
said Lynda. “They have 
the power - they are the 
decision maker and we’re 
visiting them in their own 
home.” 

Lynda helps people make informed 
decisions about where they want to be - at 
home, a care home or in the hospice . 

She said: “For me, palliative care is the 
ultimate in nursing. 

“It’s a very personal role as you get to 
know your patients and their families and 
this really helps ensure you can provide the 
right care and support for them.”

Psychic gift 
or a load of 
old baloney? 

¥ IT hasn’t been a good year 
Ifjnlk for Sally Morgan. The 

self-proclaimed ‘psychic to 
the stars’ had her credibility 
called into question when an audience 
member claimed to hear messages being 
whispered through a window at the back of 
the stage. 

I couldn’t help wondering whether her ‘gift’ 
would stand up to the scrutiny of a live 
audience. So I headed to her show at the 
lndigo2 to find out for myself. 

Morgan plays on her south London roots 
and trots about the stage like a demented 
Barbara Windsor. Everybody is “dahlin” and 
“luv” and she speaks to the audience in a 
series of squeaks and cries which, far from 
making her seem empathetic, actually 
feels rather patronising. 

In fact at times she’d tout her mystic 
messages to the audience like a market 
trader flogging her wares. “I’m getting 
the name Den, does this mean anything to 
anyone?” Silence. “You need to shout out 
now. It’s no use asking me about it after 
the show because it will have gone...” Gone 
^where exactly Sally? 

®The format is very simple: The audience 
W submits their loved ones’ names or 
photographs into a box. Sally then picks one 
at random and gives the related audience 
member a message from their deceased 
family member. This usually consisted of a 
vague delivery of limited facts, usually 
names or illnesses which, in all fairness, 
could relate to anyone. This is usually 

I followed by either, “He wants you to know 
he’s happy where he is,” or even better, 
wrapped up in more cockney sparrow 
histrionics, “He’s here dahlin’ he’s HERE!” 
I’m sure he is Sally. No doubt he’s brought 
Farrah Fawcett Majors, Princess Margaret 
and Norman Wisdom with him too. 

The highlight of the show came when Sally 
picked a photo of a young man with a dog 
out of the box. His bereft family members 
took to their feet as Sally fired off facts 
about their son which were incredibly 
accurate. The family were enthralled as 
she informed them that their deceased son 
will give them infrequent and loud noises 
to show his presence in their lives. Quick 
as a flash the woman in the audience said 
"Oh, he isn’t in the spirit world. The dog 
is.” Sally’s face dropped. As did the lights 
and hey presto it was interval time. What a 
coincidence. I’m sure it had everything to 
do with Sally having her cuppa and nothing 
to do with her saving face. 

There were one or two instances where 
Sally was scarily accurate, and her 
messages did at times have an eerie 
relevance to audience members. There 
is no explanation for that. But her other 
messages were so vague and open to 
interpretation that they could have been 
relevant to everyone, and for someone who 
trades on her perception, a concerning 
number of her facts were incorrect. Morgan 
admits that although there is no science to 
her claims, she believes that she has a God 
given gift to converse with those who are no 
longer on ‘earth plane’. She’s convinced. I 
can’t say that I am.

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Jonathan makes GB Ul 7 squad. ..before his 16th birthday 

He’s Euro dizzy!

FIFTEEN-year-old Jonathan “JJ” 
Webb will compete for Team GB 
at the Under- 17 European Fencing 
Championships in Croatia in March 
after another amazing result at 
international level. 

The brilliant young sabre fencer from 
New Eltham earned his place for the GB 
squad by finishing a close sixth in a field 
of 200-plus competitors in Goeppingen, 
Germany. 

The result opened up a massive points 
lead in the British cadet rankings and, 
with only the home international to 
come at his Camden club in January, 
he looks sure to qualify for the world 
cadet championships in Moscow in 
April. And still JJ - supported by the 
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Greenwich Starting Blocks trust - was not 
entirely satisfied. His narrow quarter-final 
defeat, 15-14, was to the eventual winner 
and just one point away from a medal. 

He told GT: “I know I have done extremely 
well but it is difficult to accept, knowing I 
was only one point away from the medals. 
Having qualified for the European 
Championships I will just concentrate on 
them. This result takes a lot of pressure off 
qualifying for the world championships, so 
that’s good.” 

It was one of the strongest competitions 
of the season with 21 nations. After 
defeating three German, three French, one 
Hungarian, one Russian, one Italian and a 
Belgium fencer, JJ had won 10 bouts in a 
row to make it the quarter-finals. 

Rob Partridge, JJ’s coach, said: “There 
is nothing but positives to take from this 
brilliant result. Along with last month’s 
9th place at Meylan, JJ has shown he has 
the skill and consistency to go a long way 
as an international sabre fencer.” 

Cllr John Fahy, the council’s cabinet 
member for culture and the Olympics, 
said: “What an exciting and brilliant result 
for Jonathan. He is doing his borough 
proud.”
